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More Money for Our Teachers 


While it undoubtedly stemmed at least 
in part’from a desire'to embarrass his suc- 
cessor, Acting Gov. Thompson’s transfer 
of $700,000 from his executive funds to the 
State Board of Education for the purpose 
of raising teacher salaries will meet with 
general approval. 

The same is true of his action making 
available $250,000 to meet the crisis at 
the University System occasioned by the 
slackening of GI enrollment, with conse- 
quent loss of Federal GI aid funds. 

Even with these increases, Georgia is 
still spending at an annual rate far below 
that contemplated by the GEA’s Minimum 
Foundation Program, to which all candi- 
dates in last month’s gubernatorial pri- 
mary gave their promises of support. 

In this connection we were amused, 
but not very, by the Acting Governor’s 
glib declaration: “I am acting no different 
now than I would have had I been elected 
to continue in office. I promised I would 
inaugurate the full Minimum Foundation 
Program by next July had I been elected.” 


Mr. Thompson very carefully avoids 
the question we put to him and to his suc- 
cessful opponent througnout the campaign, 
namely: “Where would he get the money?” 

Of course, since he is not faced with 
the problem, the Acting Governor can 
now speak piously of inaugurating the 
full Minimum Foundation Program. 

But his successor—and the taxpayers 
of Georgia—who are faced with the’ prob- 
lem of raising’ an additional $30,000,000 
annually to finance the Minimum Founda- 
tion Program have no such confidence, 
real or professed. 

If the Governor-Nominate is able to 
eliminate as many political hangers-on 
from the State pay roll as he has promised, 
he should be able to maintain the new 
teacher salary scale without additional 
taxes, even though otrr expenditures are 
already running as high as our revenues. 

That> of course, is a far cry from the 
Minimum Foundation Program. But at 
least we are traveling in the right direc- 
tion.

---Aind Less Politics, Too 


_ The appalling conditions at the Mil- 
 ledgeville State Hospital are a rhatter of 
grave concern to all Georgians. 


What the hospital really needs can be 
' summed up in a few words: More money 
and less politics: 


Celestine Sibley’s stories in The Con- 
stitution, the last of which appears today, 
reveal that Georgia is attempting to care 
for 9,400 patients in space meant to house 
5,400. This means that 4,000 patients are 
accommodated by makeshift means, en- 
dangering the health and safety of all. 
In one ward, for instance, 25 patients were 
found sleeping on the floor. Thirty-eight 
were sleeping double in single beds. 


, There were, at last report, 16 doctors 
employed at the hospital, but the turnover 
is fast and this figure may not hold today. 
Of these, however, six were over 65 years 
of age or physically incapacitated for nor- 
mal duties. That left ten doctors to care 
for 9,400 patients, including the adminis- 
trator, who must devote most of his time 
to paper work. ! 


the past—because it brought in new taxes 
was no more valid than to suggest the 
county should also help finance the filling 
station, department store or liquor store 
business, which also bring in taxes. 

The people want a manager, but they 
want him so that he can raanage and save 
money in creating efficient operation. By 
all means let us have the functions so 
clearly defined we can know when the 
political pressures are overriding common 
sense. Such action would save the Com- 
missioners themselves great pressure. 

The Grand Jury found nothing irregu- 
lar in connection with the Adams bridge. 
We are glad of that. It was necessary, 
however, to have the investigation. 

The air is cleared. The way is pointed. 
The Grand Jury did a good job. 


The hospital employs 1,100 persons, but 
800 of these are paid less than $100 a 
month. 

Biggest drawback to efficient opera- 
tion is the political nature of virtually all 
appointments. Nobody’s job is secure. A 
change in political administrations often 
means wholesale dismissals and wholesale 
rehiring of inexperienced personnel. Em- 
ployees who may be discharged at any 
moment for purely political /reasons can- 
not be &xpected to maintain a normal 
interest in their duties. 

Right now the hospital’s most pressing 
need is for adequate housing facilities to 
relieve the horible congestion and the ac- 
companying fire hazards. Welfare Direc- 
tor William Ireland says a $7,500,000 build- 
ing program is necessary to provide ade- 
quate accommodations. 

Georgia already is far behind other 
States in providing for the mentally ill. 
We cannot afford to wait until some dis- 
aster, bringing shame and remorse, forces 
us into an awakening of our responsibili- 
ties.

Arnall went out 
of office, teachers asked for a 50 percent pay 
raise. Arnall said he would grant it, but he 
would put the full responsibility for raising the 
funds on Thompson, the teachers’ friend who 
was then Revenue Commissioner. Thompson 
collected sufficient funds for Arnall to pay this 
50 percent increase for the remainder of his ad- 
ministration. Then came the two-Governor 
squabble, and State finances were in a mess. 


When Thompson finally entered the Gov- 
ernor’s office, teachers were threatening to 
strike. He quieted this crisis by telling them 
he would continue to pay their 50 percent 
pay raise, even if he had to close other State 
agencies... He made these funds available. 
A few months later, school officials found 
they had underestimated the cost by $2,000,- 
600. Thompson handed them the extra 
funds. In 1948, the school department said 
it needed 700 more teachers in another crisis. 
Thompson put up $3,038,000 for this. The 
other day State School Supt. M. D. Collins 
asked Thompson to raise teachers 10 per- 
cent to help them meet their own cost of 
living. Thompson granted the request Fri- 
day, putting up $700,000 to pay the cost until 
the Legislature meets. 


For the University System, Thompson has an 
equally fine record of assistance. He has put 
up funds to build a Veterinary Schoo! at the 
University of Georgia and a Textile School at 
Georgia Tech. He also has sent $170,000 to help 
finance a hospital at Augusta in order to enlarge 
the student body for the University of Georgia 
Medical School. The other day Chancellor Ray- 
mend Poty informed Thempson the University

of Georgia stood in jeopardy of losing its ac- | 
credited standing unless the State increased its | 


appropriation to take care of a loss in Federal 
funds. 
standing until the Legislature meets in January. 
When Thompson took office, the University Sys- 
tem was receiving $3,408,000 for operations and 
$1,000,000 for capital outlay annually. Under 
the present setup, it is getting $6,000,000 a year. 


Today the total school appropriation is run- 


ning around $53,000,000. That’s a good deal more 


than it was a few years ago, when Arnall was 
Governor and was also doing a good job for the 
schools and restoring the accredited standing of 
the colleges. It is much more than the approxi- 
mate $16,000,000 appropriation back in 1941 when 
the late Eugene Talmadge was Governor and the 
University System was disaccredited. In those 
days the total State income was but $58,000,000, 
almost the amount now turned over to the school 
system. The late Gov. Talmadge also did the 
teachers a good turn by increasing their salaries 
25 percent as he left office, but Arnall pointed 
out to teachers that he had to foot the bills for 
this increase. In the future, Herman Talmadge 
also can say that he footed the bill for the in- 


crease granted by Thompson (all but the first | 
incoming administration). | 
But regardless of who gets the credit, the low |

paid teachers are getting aid from time to time. 


Gov. Nominate Talmadge has an opportunity 
of being a great school friend. The Minimum 
Foundation Program for Education is the major 
legislation facing the January General Assembly. 
And the teachers and Talmadge’s enemy, Thomp- 
son, already admit that Talmadge cannot finance 
this program without new taxes.

But the pitiful lack of appeal to the intelligent 
must be a heavy contributing condition to the shrinkage of patron- 
age. I see, with Miss Smith, hope for the future of the industry 
in the better films which are occasionally to be seen, even if only 
before such limited audiences as are found in the so-called “art” 


theaters. 

It is, however, when Miss Smith refers to 
An Old Hatred movie advertising that she strikes a partic- 
ularly responsive chord. 

“Misleading advertising,” she writes, “makes it almost impos- 
sible for anyone to select a movie with any assurance that it will 
suit his particular taste.” 

There, in my opinion, she puts her finger on a key point in 
the problem of the screen. How can you expect intelligent de- 
velopment of an industry which is so blind it shows, in its ad- 
vertising, absolutely no discrimination between one picture and 
another? 

Everyone is familiar with the story of the movie mogul who, 
after witnessing a preview of his latest production, said, disap- 
pointedly, ““Merely colossal. . . | had hoped it would be super 
colossal.” 

The sad point of that anecdote is that it is true to life. 

Have you ever tead, and studied, a movie “press book”’” 


for exploitation stunts, etc. Invariably, the press book gives the 
impression that the particular movie it exploits is the grandest 
piece of screen entertainment ever offered. 


The local managers are helpless. They 
Managers Helpless have to take their advertising out of 
the press book. All the ridiculous superlatives are not theirs. 
They are the outpourings of a Hollywood exploitation office. 

Many years ago I learned that the superlatives in a press book 
have nothing to do with evaluating the picture. Each one was 
merely a sort of rat race, amusing and competing only with other 
‘press books. 

I remember one period when the press agentry of one studio 
new adjective to use in describing their 
“Gargantuan,” that was it. «For a month or two every picture 
they released was a “gargantuan production.” It didn’t matter 
what type of picture it was, it was invariably “gargantuan.” 

I used to argue that a theater which sincerely tried to be honest 
in advertising, even to the extent of publicly stating that certain 
pictures weren’t much in entertainment value, would ultimately 
gain the public confidence and thereby reap a box office harvest. 

I still think honesty is the best policy, even in movie adver- 
tising. I still live in hopes of seeing it tried. Not spasmodically, 
but as a lasting policy for some theater. For it will take a long 
time to overcome the trained habit of public indifference that the 
years of “super colossal” exploitation has created.

Ross T. McIntyre, the Presi- 
dent’s personal physician, for re 
porting that FDR was in “tip- 
top condition” and thus mis- 
leading the American people. 

Flynn attaches great signifi- 
cance to the fact that Atlanta’s 
Dr. James E. Paullin, called into 
consultation by Dr. McIntyre, 
cautioned Mr. Roosevelt that 
“he was like an old motor, that 
his heart and arteries were like 
the engine and the tires and that 
.if he wanted to finish the jour- 
ney he would have to slow 
down — he would have to live 
within his reserves ... and that 
he would have to ge on a four- 
hour day.”

O ONE would have thought of giving a 
flower -to Alphonsine Plessis when she 
was a tired, motherless child of 13 toiling 

over her ironing board in the steamy. laundry 
shop of Mme. Toutain, where she had been ap- 
prenticed by her worthless father. 

The mystery of the white camellias that puz- 
zlied ail Paris came later—-much later-—-wisen a 
silent stranger placed a bouquet of the fragrant, 
satin-petaled. blooms on the tomb of Marie Du- 
plessis, most romantic and talked-about French 
beauty of the 19th century. 

Not once, but continuously for 100 years, 
flowers were brought to decorate the carefully 
tended Montmarte grave. Yet, until the recent 
centennial of Marie’s untintly death, no one 
ever knew the identity of the donor. 

Marie Duplessis, as everyone was aware, was 
the little laundress grown up to a way of life 
even Alphonsine’s childish loneliness could not 
have envisioned. 

She also was the original for the citnibines 
character, Marguerite Gautier, the ‘“‘Lady of the 
Camellias,”’ in. the Alexandre Dumas novel and 
of the play “‘Camille,’”’ where the title role was 
portrayed by the great Sarah Bernhardt. 

In this story, known and loved the world 
over, young Armand Duval falls in love with 
Marguerite’s unique, beauty, though he knows 
she has shared her life with counts, dikes, and 
perhaps even princes before him. 

The new and pure love Duval awakens in her 
fills her with horror at thought of her past life. 
She persuades him to go with her to the country, 
where she believes, _ they can be happy together 
and forget. 

Armand’s scandalized father secretly prevails 
upon Marguerite to break off this liaison. 

Love for Duval prompts her to promise and 
suddenly return to her old haunts and old in- 
trigues with no explanation. Her dissipation is 
reckless, her heart heavy; Armand despairing 
because of her faithlessness, leaves the country. 

Before his return the tuberculous Marguerite 
dies, and not till then does he learn the truth. 

Marguerite, like the real-life Alphonsine or 
Marie, was only a girl in her early 20’s when she

died. Dumas presents the most glamorous side 
of her seamy life, probably because, by his own 
confession, he was in love with her. 

At the age of 14, Alphonsine’s father intro- 
duced her to an old bachelor friend named Plan- 
tier and left: her to live in his home, near the 
village of Saint-Germain. 

When she ran away from this elderly and 
unwanted suitor and got a job as chambermaid 
in an inn, her father interfered again and took 
her to Paris. 

She got a job in a modiste’s shop; then 
graduated to a commonplace flat, provided by 
an equally commonplace restaurant owner. 

The association apparently didn’t last long. 

It was Nestor Roqueplan, a well-known writer 
and theatrical manager of the day, Who paused 
one chilly evening to look at an ill-clad, cameo- 


faced girl of about 17 as she stood eagerly é¢ye-— 


ing some sizzling fried potatoes on the other 
side of a windowpane. 

He bought her the coveted food. Unlike most 
of the men Alphonsine had met, he didn’t make 
any overtures, but he never forgot her face. 

Its oval beauty startled him, months later, 
in a fashionable drawing room where great 
ladies looked with envy at the charming girl, 
whom the Duc de Guiche-Gramont introduced as 
Mile. Marie Duplessis.

The pathetic and tawdy day of Alphonsine 
Plessis. was past; Marie Duplessis, wise in the 
ways of a world that never had treated her 
kindly, was starting on her conquest of luxury 
and many noble admirers. 

One of these, a wealthy count, started his 
courtship by sending her a mysterious looking 
parcel with no card. 

The parcel was no disappointment to the girl 
whose extravagances kept her constantly in 
debt. It contained 12 oranges, each wrapped in 
a 1,000-franc note. 

Though the count turned out to be uncouth, 
Marie accepted his attentions until one evening 
he made the mistake of laughing too long and 
too loudly at the opera. 

Marie’s second love was gambling, and it 
was this sport that led to her association with 
the old duke who in the play, was rival to the 
young Armand Duval. 

It was love of racing that brought Marie her 
sportsman husband, Count Edward de Perre- 
gaux, but this, her only marriage, didn’t last. 

Little is known of Marie’s romance with the 
Hungarian composer, Franz .-Liszt, which came 
near the end of her young life. 

Alexandre Dumas said that, in writing the 
story of Armand Duval, he was relating his own 
experience. In immortalizing Marie as Marguer- 
ite, he was immortalizing his own love. 

Dumas also was responsible, directly or in- 
directly, for the mysterious and perpetual gift 
of flowers, according to a recent -revelation by a 
sentimental Frenchman, who claims that mem- 
bers of the Hauterive family, descendants of 
Dumas, are the ones who decorate the grave. 

Was it Dumas, himself, who left the first 
puzzling bouquet and thus set the stage for a 
drama with at least a century-long run?

LTHOUGH he had three-quarters of a 
A million dollars and no family, Abram 
Barker devoted little thought to making 
a will until, as he was nearing 80, he had a 
mild stroke. 3 
Then, in little more than a year, he made and 
executed three of them. The last one left his 
entire estate to his housekeeper but a court de- 
cided the other day that he was unduly influ- 
enced. The decision gave his estate to three 
nieces and Brown University. 
Barker was 84 when he died in November, 
1°45, in Coral Gables, Fla. He was born in 
Tiverton, R. I. He graduated from Brown in 
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1883 after having been president of his class 
and a brilliant language student. For a while he 
was & broker, then a banker in Seattle, Provi- 
dence and New York. When he was 23 he mar- 
ried a girl who, he said later, “lived with me 
three years and deserted me.” 

He moved to Coral Gables in 1928 to retire 
on a modest fortune, but used it instead to buy 
real estate during the depression. During the 
will fight, a long parade of Miami realtors testi- 
fied somewhat ruefully to his shrewdness in 
trading, even during his last few months. 

While he was writing a check in February, 
1940, he suddenly dropped the pen and moaned: 
“I can’t see!’” He was taken 
to a hospital, where doctors 
decided he had had a “cere- 
bral episode.” 

His first will, drawn up 
while he was in the hospital, 
provided that the income 
from half his estate should 
go to his sister, Ellen Frye 
Barker, a New York geneal- 
ogist. The income from the other half was to go 
to Phyllis F. Barker of Boston, Margaret B. 
Welsh of Fall River, Mass., and Clarissa B. Slade 
of Barrington, R. I., daughters of a deceased 
brother. On the deaths of these heirs, the entire 
amount was to be used to put worthy students 
through Brown. 

When he returned home from the hospital, 
Barker found his financial affairs so confused 
that: he decided to hire a secretary. Mrs. Wilma 
Hatch Lee, an attractive brunette in her early 
40s, got the job. After a few months she 
moved into his home with her third husband, 
James Leonard Lee, a retired promoter.

Miss Barker wrote 
several letters to her.brother, one of which said 
in part: 

“Why should you discharge your nurse and 
let into your home a medically-untrained couple 
whom you have known only a few months? You 
know the 1928 blackmailing case was engineered 
by a wife who flattered you.

affection on a feeble, unrelated man, who will be 
80 years old next month, unless there is money 
to be grabbed.”

Barker had already signed a second will, con- 
taining virtually the same provision as the first 
but changing his executor. After receiving the 
letters from his sister, which he said annoyed 
him, he drew up a third, cutting off his sister 
and nieces with-$10 each, giving $5,000 to his 
handyman and bequeathing the remainder to 
Mrs. Lee. Miss Barker died a year before her 
brother. 

The secretary, who had also become his 
housekeeper and nurse, was supposed to receive 
a salary of $150 a month but 
drew none of it until she had 
repaid with interest a $3,000 
loan that Barker had made 
to her husband. 

“He insisted on that,”’ she 
testified later, “but he was 
very generous with gifts.” 

Although Lee was named 
specifically as the one who 
induced the financier to change his will in Mrs.

“I stayed because I had what I considered a 
good position and I also had a home, which I 
never had before,” Mrs. Lee explained, during 
the lengthy court battle which took place fol- 
lowing Barker’s death and the filing of the third 
will for probate in Miami. 

In court, Mrs. Lee heatedly denied she had 
remained because she feared she would lose her 
grasp on the old man’s property. 

“I didn’t expect anything,” she _ insisted. 
“When he said ‘I'll reniember you in my will— 
I’m leaving everything to you,’ I said ‘I don’t 
believe you.’ ”

OMFORTING confirmation of the familiar 

tough sometimes dubious tenet that a 

man’s house is his castle was furnished 
recently by a deputy city prosecutor of Los 
Angeles when he solemnly declared: 

“A private citizen may snore with inwmunity 
in his own home, even though he may be in 
possession of unusual and exeeptional natura! 
ability in: that particular field.” 

The question came up for a legal ruling 
when Mr.‘and Mrs. Wilson E. Carr of Pasa- 
dena, each worn to a frazzle by what seemed 
like an eternity of sleepless nights, lost the last 
shred of their patience and called the police. 

When a policeman arrived he was implored 
to abate the noise coming from the apartment 
above, where Glenn Allen and his wife (accord- 
ing to Allen’s later comment) were snoring in 
peaceful disharmony. 

“For a year and a half we have been dis- 
turbed,” the distraught Carrs explained. “When 
the man upstairs snores it sounds like a ma- 
chine shop in full action. We both work days 
and the only sleep we can get is in cat naps and 
on weekends when we go to our mountain 
cabin.” 

When the officer, who had never handled 
that kind of disturbance before, called on Alien, 
the offender readily admitted that he knew he 
snored and said his wife did too. 

“Besides,” he added, “snoring runs in my 
family.” 

But there was nothing in the police code 
upon which the officer coutd act. 

So he advised the Carrs to take their com- 
plaint to the city prosecutor. After thumbing 
through his law books, Byron Gentry, deputy 
city prosecutor, said: 

“The penal code of the state of California, 
Section 415, reads in part as follows: ‘Every 
person who maliciously and wilfully disturbs 
the peace and quiet of any neighbor or person 
by loud or unusual noise, or by tumultuous or 
offensive conduct...is guilty of a misde- 
meanor.’ ”’ 

It was decided, however, that Gienn Allen’s 
snoring was neither malicious nor wilful. 

“The law long has recognized man's immu- 
nity from punishment for the physical mani- 
festations of his sleeping body,” Gentry con- 
tinued. ‘“‘Are we now to conclude that he is 
any more culpable for its sound efiects?”

Again his opinion was no, so the complaint 
was dismissed. 

It can be of little comfort to the Carrs to 
know that approximately 16,000,000 other men 
and women in the United States snore nightly 
and bring upon themselves a wide variety of 
consequences, 

In Astoria, N. Y., for instance, a frightened 
snorer appeared before a Queens assistant dis- 
trict attorney and said: 

“I am going to a doctor in a hospital —in 
New York for some time now for treatments, 
but. the doctor tells me it will take time to cure 
me. The people near my house won't listen to 
my story. They threatened to kill me because 
the snoring does not stop.” 

This particular disturber of nocturnal peace 
and quiet was advised to ask the police to tell 
his neighbors to be patient until such time as 
medical science found a way to cure him. 

Members of the medical profession pointed 
out that no great and universally applicable 
snore cures have yet been devised. 

Most snores are caused, nose and throat 
experts explained, by the fluttering of the soft 
palate at the back of the throat. It flaps in a 
flag-waving motion when air currents, entering 
through the sleeper’s mouth, strike it. The 
pitch of a sypre depends on how fast or how 
slow this motion is, how tightly or loosely the 
flexible tissue is held. 

Sometimes it is the key in which a snore is 
rendered that makes it so annoying; sometimes

it is the loudness which is irritating. 

Some cures, and some toning down of the 
disagreeable sounds have been accomplished, 
according to recent reports, by means of injec- 
tions of a substance called sylnasol into the soft 
palate and the little appendage called the uvula, 
at the back of the throat. The fibrous character 
of the scar tissue that results makes the palate 
and its supporting structure stiffer and less 
likely to vibrate. 

Sometimes, however, snoring is caused by 
an obstruction in the breathing passages, This 
calls for surgical imtervention of a different 
kind, and some advances have been made in 
nose and throat operations that improve the 
air chambers. 

Snores have landed: many an otherwise 
worthy husband and wife in the divorce courts, 
and they landed Mrs. Goffredo Galluzi in the 
emergency ward of a hospital.

chair. He offered Francis a million dollars to 
forget Madcap May, but it was too late. They 
were married, secretly, on Nov. 27, 1894. 

Lord Francis Hope took his bride to the his- 
toric family manor, dug into the treasure chest, 
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too strenuous for both parties. ‘She divorced him 
in Portland, Ore., in 1910. 

May was 41 and broke. She turned hopefully 
to the theatre, but managers would have none of 
her because of the unpleasant publicity caused by ~ 
her elopement with the captain. 

There were no complaints from Madcap May. 

“Nothing like finding out how the other half 
lives,” she grinned. “And I don’t have to worry 
about the servants.”’ 

Then came one big opportunity. “Little Chris- 
topher Jr.,” in which she had made her London 
debut, was to be revived in England and she was 
signed for the stellar role. 

It was a failure. At the last performance Lord 
Francis Hope sat in a box and wept as he looked 
at the woman he had once loved and married. He 
smiled wanly at hints of a reconciliation. 

May returned to America alone, still broke. 

A new life began for her in 1914 when she 
married Capt. John A. Smuts, former officer in 
the British Army, said to be a distant relative of 
Jan Smuts, the former Prime Minister of the 
Union of South Africa. 

Again she visited the Far East; again she sang 
“Honey, Ma Honey,” this time at the request of 
the Sultan of Johore, who made Smuts syperin- 
tendent of his rubber plantations. 

They knew peace and happiness for three years, 
and then returned to the United States to operate, 
in succession, a chicken ranch in Oregon and a 
tearoom in New Hampshire. ° Both failed.

and came up with the Hope diamond, a blue stone 
of 44% carats valued, at that time, at $100,000. 

The diamond was supposed to have brought 
bad luck to all of its owners since 1642 when, ac- 
cording to semi-official history, it was stolen from 
the Hindu temple of Rama. Madcap May was 
privileged to wear it several times on formal oc- 
casions and, in later years, she refused to blame it 
for the dire things that happened to her. 

May was happy with her titled husband, for 
a while. The stately homes and drawing rooms 
of England were open to her; she moved like a 
queen in her castle at Deepdene. But there was 
no applause and, what was worse, no laughter. 

Lord Hope, deeply in love, sensed her hunger 
for the footlights and decided it would be all right 
for her to return to the stage—for a while.

When she returned to Broadway to star in a 
new production, Lord Hope was at her side and 
led the applause on opening night. After a few 
performances, business called him back to England 
and Madcap May was left in New York—with a 
fortune of $300,000 and a score of “wolves,” Gay 
Nineties’ model, on her doorstep. 

She gave away much of her wealth to para- 
sites. But she didn’t give away her heart until 
she met Capt. Putnam Bradlee Strong.

Plunger's Heir Proves That the Certain

ESSE LIVERMORE JR.’S chief inheritance 
J from his father, the fabulous “boy plunger 

of Wall Street,” was a spectacular name 
and a shattered life to piece together. 

On Nov. 29, 1940, almost five ‘years to the 
day after the Thanksgiving shooting of 16-year- 
old Jesse, Jr. by a gun accidentally fired by his 
mother, another shot rang out in a darkened 
corner of a Fifth Avenue hotel in New York. 

Jesse Livermore, Sr., had ended his fabulous 
career with a bullet, leaving a suicide note say- 
ing, “I am a failure.” 

Today, eight years after his father’s tragic 
end, Jesse, Jr., at 30, is president of a New 
York cosmetics concern. Jesse’s wife, the for- 
mer Evelyn Bletzer of Baltimore, Md., whom 
he married when he was 18, is his partner and 
secretary-treasurer, 

During an interview with The American 
Weekly in Livermore’s modest offices at 48 East 
43rd Street, the good-looking, sensitive-faced 
young executive told the story of his quest for 
self-made success. : 

“When you become accustomed to the nicer 
things in life,’”’ he said, “and don’t have them 
anymore——and nobody’s around to give them to 
you—the only way I know to get them is to get 
them for yourself.”’” He said, “If I had a large 
income, I probably wov.dn’t work so hard, but 
being the sole support of my family, it’s a neces- 
sity.”’ 

Livermore received a $100,000 trust fund 
that was paid in two installments, less taxes, 
when he was 21. In a couple of years the money 
was spent. “I didn’t waste it,’’ Livermore said. 
“Everything of amy consequence I own now 
was bought with part of that money. I received 
dollar for dollar value; Mrs. Livermore’s mink 
coat, her, diamond rings, the furniture for the 
apartment, our car.” 

Jesse, Jr. grew up on the $1,300,000 Long 
Island estate given to his mother as a wedding 
present by Jesse, Sr. At 13, Jesse’s parents 
divorced. He went to live with his father in 
Chicago. He got a job as a “board boy,” mark- 
ing prices in a Chicago brokerage house.

his father. Jesse, Sr., worked as a board boy 
at $6 a week in Boston in 1894, On a borrowed 
ten dollar bill, he started speculating in the 
market. Within ten years he had made three 
million dollars. He lost that fortune and won 
and lost several more, earning for himself as 
well, the title ‘“‘the boy plunger of Wall Street.” 
(He was broke when he died.) 

“When I had a taste of the market that 
summer,” Livermore recalled, “I realized _ it 
wasn't for me. I didn’t take to it naturally 
the way my father did.” 

In 1935, 16-year-old Jesse was spending the 
Thanksgiving holidays with his mother at her 
Santa Barbara, Calif., home. In what was later 
described as an accident, 2e was shot, almost 
fatally, in the chest by his mother, the former 
Dorothea Wendt of Brooklyn. 

The police arrested Mrs. Livermore. Jesse, 
Sr. flew out to the Coast to be at his son’s bed- 
side. Mrs. Livermore was freed of the charges 
against her on March 25, 1936, when Jesse, Jr. 
testified, ‘‘My mother told me she would rather 
see me dead than drinking. I put the gun in 
her hand and said ‘Shoot.’ The gun accidentally 
went off.” 

There was no resentment between the boy 
and the mother. Mrs. Livermore was present at 
Jesse’s marriage at Bel Air, Md., Nov. 14, 1937. 

After the ceremony, the newlyweds returned 
to Stamford, Conn., where Jesse operated a 
soft-drink, bottling and distributing concern. 

He sold his interest in that company in 
1939, and opened an advertfSing agency with 
two social scions, James P. Dillingham, Jr. and 


Robert C. Durham. Later, Livermore resigne¢ 
from the firm to become sales promotion man 
ager of a bag company in Kansas City, Mo 
When the war came, Livermore was classifies 
4-F because of lung injuries, so for the dura 
tion he worked with Consolidated-Vultee Ai 
craft Corp. in their Allentown, Pa., plant. 

His strides in the business world reachet 
the ears of a cosmetie company chief, who hire 
him as sales promotion manager.

Manhattan restatrant. Evelyn was applyin 
fresh lipstick, with a brush.

SSUMING the average man ?fs born in com- 
parative obscurity and spends the rest 
of his life fighting .for recognition and 
security, here is a problem in human behavior 
that stirred all England recently: 

Suppose a man reverses the procedure. He 
is born into a wealthy, influential family and 
the admiring relatives around his crib see in 
him a future ambassador for Great Britain and 
start planning his diplomatic career. 

Then, years fater, just as he is about to 
reach the peak of that prearranged career with 
an appointment as His Majesty's Ambassador 
to an important country, he becomes involved 
in a situation that causes him to lose -every- 
thing given him and earned by him, and sinks 
into obscurity and insecurity - 

Would such a man be happy? . Even if he 
realized he had violated the code that had ruled 
his life and the lives of his ancestors” 

The question was posed by the unconven- 
tional conduct of Victor Frederick William Cav- 
endish-Bentinck, born of a distinguished family 
and related to the Duke of Portland. 

Destined for the diplomatic service even 
before he was enrolled in the family’s tradi- 
tional public school, when Cavendish was 18 
years old he became an attache at the British 
Legation in Oslo. 

He represented his country with distinction 
at the Lausanne and Locarno Conferences and 
served at Athens and Santiago, taking time out, 
in 1924, to marry an American “rl Ciothilde 
Quigley, daughter of a Texas banker. 

A son. and a daughter were born to the 
couple and the proud father kept climbing: in 
his country’s service. Then, in 1942, as he was 
nearing the top of the diplomatic ladder, Cav-

endish-Bentinck suddenly sued for divorce. 

There was nothing sensational about the 
action. He cited that Clothilde had taken the 
children to America in 1939, an action that 
constituted desertion, according to his suit.

London courts heard both sides and decided 
neither had grounds for divorce; neither was 
guilty of the charges made. Wartime England 
scarcely noticed the proceedings. The Foreign 
@flice continued to admire, and advance Caven- 
dish-Bentinck, 

In 1944 he was Assistant Under-Secretary of 
State. Following that, came his appointment as 
Ambassador to Poland, an important post in 
itself but a stepping stone to greater things 
in store for him. :

OME day artificial diamonds may be made 
so pleniifully that even ordinary people will 
be able to deck themselves out as dazzingly 
as a King or Queen. 

Sir Chandrasekhar Y. Raman, India’s Nobel 
Laureate physicist, the foremost scientific inves- 
tigator of the structure of diamonds, gave a hint 
of this recently while he was in this country. 

“Our studies of various forms of diamonds 
suggest that they represent the results of solidi- 
fication of liquid carbon, maintained under very 
high pressure,” he said. ‘‘As the researches on 
diamonds and other crystals proceed, the way 
will be cleared for the technique of ar‘ificial 
diamond production.” 

The artificial dlamond stuff might be shaped 
into objects of every day use. 

When the time comes (far ahead, scientists 
say) it would be possible, for example, to have 
a unique diamond wedding. The bride would be 
gleaming with diamonds, from tiarra to shoe 
buckle, and the guests would also scintillate. The 
Knives and forks would be diamond, and their 
food at the glittering party would have been 
cooked in diamond pots and:pans. 

The fantasy is intriguing, scientists say. but 
the diamond’s structure has deeper meaning for 
them. The diamond is pure carbon in crystalline 
form. Carbon is necessary to all life. The dia- 
mond—-in many ways the most remarkable form 
of carbon—is a kind of key, scientists believe, 
to mankind’s welfare. 

In various ways, mankind’s welfare is con- 
tinually dependent on carbon. It is the carbon 
in all living bodies that holds all the other atoms 
together. The sugar we eat, the oil we burn, all 
so-called organic chemicals are carbon com- 
pounds. If carbon were to disappear entirely, 
all plants, animals and humans would disappear. 

“The diamond,” said Dr. Raman, who has 
a collection of 500 fine diamonds, “is the most

representative as well as the most exceptional 
of crystalline solids.”’ 

It is also one of the best means which scien- 
tists have for probing the basic atomic. secrets 
of matter in solid state, living or non-iiving. 

Dr. Raman’s work in this field is nc-able. At 
the Indian Institute of Science and in the newly 
established Raman Institute, both in Bangalore, 
India, he and his collaborators have made dis- 
coveries of capital importance concerning dia- 
monds, with the aid of visible light, the invis- 
ible ultra-violet, infra-red and X-rays, radium’s 
gamma-rays and alpha-rays and electrical and 
magnetic forces. 

In the diamond, the carbon atoms are linked 
together like the best drilled army. Each atom 
consists of a central core of positive electricity 
surrounded by six negative electrical charges 
(electrons). Four of theSe outer electrons serve 
like arms which link themselves with the elec- 
tronic arms (bonds) of other similar atoms. 
Each atom links four of its arms to each of the 
other atoms. Small groups join to form larger 
groups until a sort of battalion is organized, 
known as the smallest crystal. 

Then these crystals become arranged so that 
the entire body of the diamond looks like a 
honeycomb of regiments of carbon atoms in pet- 
fect formation. 

There, in the diamond, the perfect order of 
the atoms is displayed in the various. forms 
of the regular atomic structure of crystals. Four 
kinds of diamonds, differing in atomic sym- 
metries, have been found. 

The diamond, being pure carbon, is the same 
substance as that of charcoal, lampblack or 
graphite (the “lead” in a pencil). It is the same 
carbon as that in all living bodies. Only it is 
crystalline carbon, and that gives it its impor- 
tance to investigators. 

The origin of life itself was in a special 
type of crystal of perfect atomic order, Dr. 
Erwin Shroedinger, another Nobel Laureate 
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physicist, believes. Perhaps the diamond mirror 
something of that secret of life. : 

In order to per.ect the process of maki 
diamonds artificially, scientis.s will need eve 
bit of the vast information which Dr. ‘ama 
and his associates are now accumulating. 

In a way, it ‘seems fitting that Dr. 2amaz 
is conducting his great researches in India. 
was in that country that diamonds first we 
discovered and from India have come some < 
the most celebrated stones, including the Orlo 

Supposed to be the same stone known 
ancient times as the Great Mogul, this fabulot 
diamond is said to have been stolen by a soldi 
from one of the eyes of a statue of Brahma 
Mysore. 

According to legend, the captain of a_ sh 
bound for London discovered the diamond 
the fleeing soldier’s possession, threw him ove 
board and sold the stone for $60,000. 

Count Gregory Orlov, from whom the di 
mond gets its name, bought it in Amsterda 
for $450,000. 

Exiled from Russia by Catherine the Greg 
Orlov hoped to regain the Empress’ favor t 
giving it to her. When he wrote her about 
she replied that she would be pleased to recei 
both him and the diamond, provided he broug 
along the Princess Tarakhanov, who had arou 
her anger and taken refuge in Naples. 

Using the diamond as a lure—and promisi 
to marry the Princess as soon as they we 
on Russian soil—the treacherous Count pe 
suaded her to return with him to their nati 
land, where she was promptly thrown into pris¢ 
and kept there until her death.

ICHARD LEIGH HANNA knew what to do 

when Teardrop and Skyway balked on the 

training track at Arlington Park, Illinois, 
and refused to work out in a manner that 
Satisfied him. 
_ The chain would get them started, as it had 
before—so he lashed the rumps of the fillies 
with the chain end of the “lead-shank” until 
they fled in panic down the track, two terrified 
exercise boys hanging tightly to their backs. 
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The Trainer's Chain Lashed The Rumps Of The Thoroughbreds Until Pain 
Made Them Break Away From The Starting Gate In Panic 


Their rumps seared with pain; their glossy “ 


coats cut and swelling from the beating, Skyway 
and Teardrop were finally herded back to the 
barn. That afternoon they would race, and 
Hanna knew what to do if they didn’t run 
properly. 

The menacing sound of jangling chains, would 


start the fillies on their frightened way. 

The keen eyes of Dr. Martin F. Kent, State 
Veterinarian for the Illinois Racing Board, 
spotted the welts on Teardrop and Skyway when 
they appeared in the paddock on the afternoon 
of July 20, 1948. He ordered the fillies scratched 
from the races and started an investigation. 
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Before nightfall the racing board had 
secured a confession from Hanna, who seemed 
surprised that anyone was making such.a fuss 
over his training methods. 

Further checking of the Illinois Racing Board 
brought out the information that Hanna had 
been tried once before on the same charge, that 
time for “chaining” the filly Luculent, at Mar!- 
boro Track in Maryland. He had been let off 
with a 30-day suspension. 

That Hanna would get a life suspension in 
Illinois was a likely conclusion, because the 
Illinois Racing Board has ‘established a splendid 
record of dealing firmly with those who try to 
befoul racing. 


NLY a few weeks before, Angelo Cilio, train- 

er, had been suspended for life in Illinois 
and turned over to the grand jury, when one of 
the horses in his care had shown a positive test 
to Benzedrine after winning a race at Wash- 
ington Park. : : 

Hanna failed to appear at the hearing to 
which he had been summoned. Instead he for- 
warded a letter to the commission in which he 
complained that he had been “prejudged” in a 
column written in a Chicago paper, and there- 
fore would not appear. The hearing proceeded 
without him and he was suspended for life, a 
sentence which must be honored by every other 
track which cares to maintain its respectability. 

During the testimony, Jockey William Mor- 
risey, who had been astride Skyway during the 
chaining, testified that he had not bothered to 
look the filly over for possible injuries when he 
returned to the barn. He also said that, during 
his long career, he had witnessed many episodes 
of ‘“‘chaining’”’ by trainers, and that he had seen 
bull-whips used on horses which did not behave 
properly. 

Ernest Roehm, exercise boy aboard Teardrop 
during her thrashing, duplicated Morrisey’s cold- 
blooded attitude, and said it was not the first 
time he had seen a horse hit with a chain. 

O. L. Nyberg, wealthy Baltimorean who owned 
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Horses and Riders Is Out- 
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Teardrop and Skyway, fired Hanna immediately 
after hearing of the Arlingion Park episode, but 
could give no logical reason why he had hired 
the man, with a previous record for cruelty, in 
the first place. 

Only a few weeks before the sports world 
was shocked by Hanna's abuse of the fillies, an- 
other horse, Alonary, was blindfolded in New 
York, and beaten with a broomstick to make it 
run faster. 

Although the New York stewards acquired 
the evidence, they brought down cénsure from 
all sides by only fining the trainer and suspend- 
ing, for 60 days, the men who wielded the 
broomstick. Only the stewards could explain 
why those responsible for the beating should 
have been senterced to anything less than “‘life.’’ 

Hanna had been a fugitive from Illinois only 
a few days, when another case of racetrack bru- 
tality happened in Maryland. 

This time death was part of the picture, with 
Jockey Benny Leggett dying from a brain concus- 
sion after crashing through the rail at Cumber- 
land, Maryland, on a horse which was pronounced 
“totally blind for all practical purposes’ by a 
competent eye specialist. 

Alpine Boy, a 12-year-old gelding, was the 
pitiful instrument of death in the case of Leg- 
gett. The horse had been barred at the Charles- 
town, W. Va., racetrack in both 1947 and 1948. It 
was owned by Dr. James A. Gross, who appa- 
rently did not bother to check the report of the 
Charlestown official who had barred Alpine Boy, 
or, if he did check it, kept the horse running 
and depended -on its riders to keep the animal 
out of danger. 

Leggett died a few hours after the race, and 
the Maryland Commission-~-which has done noth- 
ing about several racetrack scandals before and 
after the honest 1945-1946 regime of Chairman 
George P. Mahoney—-again found itself on the 
spot. 

Chairman Stuart Janney, who succeeded Ma- 
honey, was in Maine on a vacation. Neither he, 
nor any other member of his commission, 
bothered to attend the meeting at the Cumber- 
land track. 

Immediately after Leggett’s death, the offi- 
cials barred Alpine Boy as “unfit to race,’’ but 
within a few /hours, they had the horse “re-ex- 
amined” by their own veterinarians, and de- 
clared to be as fit as he was before the fatal 
race. . " 

Later, in the official “investigation”. held 
after all the commissioners got back from more 
important personal affairs, it Was decided that 
Alpine Boy is “too blind to race in Maryland” 


bul that no one waa to blame for the accident, 

No one not even the track officials who had 
received Alpine Boy's stall application on which 
it was written that he was. “barred at C, T.,”’ 
meaning, Charlestown, W. Va. 

No one-—-not even the Cumberland veterinar- 
iad» who “examined” the horse before the race. 
No one not even the members of the Racing 
Commission, that body from which George Ma- 
honey, the best race commissioner Marylana 
ever had, was ousted because he “gave racing 
a bad name.” 

Mahoney had ‘given Maryland racing a bad 
name" by working unceasingly to keep it clean. 
He had not spared the rod when there was evi- 
dence of illegal goings-on. 


HEN a horse belonging to millionaire Wil- 
liam L. Brann was found to be stimulated, 
Brann and his trainer were barred. When an- 
other horse belonging to the wealthy Sylvester 
Labrot showed up with a positive reaction to 
dope, he and his trainer were tossed out, too. 

This was too much for the clubhouse set. 
What did this brash Irishman think he was do- 
ing? 

Mahoney's receiving barn plan earned him 
the enmity .of some of the people who should 
have backed up an honest commissioner who, at 
last, was trying to clean up the bad spots in 
Maryland racing. 

Mr. George Widener announced that his 
horses would never suffer the insult of being 
placed in receiving barns as if they were sus- 
pected of a crime. Perhaps he forgot that one 
of the few horses ever convicted of being 
“doped"’ by the New York Commission belonged 
to him. ; 

The honest owners and the two-buck betters 
liked George Mahoney. They cheered when he 
suspended several steeplechase riders for fram- 
ing a race at Pimlico. They were proud of him 
when he sent one man who-ran a ringer in Mary- 
land to jail, and brought the heaviest possible 
fines against another-—-and he lost his job be- 
cause he “gave Maryland racing a bad name.” 

One of Mahoney's last jobs as chairman was 
to get the evidence of another “chaining” epi- 
sude in the spring of 1947. The victim was a 
horse named Duke O'Balu. By the time the case 
was due, Mahoney was out and Stuart Janney 
was in charge. 

The commission might never have prose- 
cuted the men who abused this horse if Rodger 
Pippen, the fighting sports editor of a Baltimore 
paper, hadn't driven them to it with his type- 
writer. During the squabble, Pippen caught one 
of the commissioners in a lie about the reason 
why the prosecution was net being forced. 

Soon after the Duke O’Balu affair, a similar 
scandal shocked Maryland racing fans. Saguaro, 


. a mediocre horse, had not been breaking quickly 


enough from the starting gate to satisfy its 
owner, nor its trainer. To cure this fault, they 
took the horse to the gate one morning, stood 
behind him with a shotgun loaded with gravel, 
and fired it into the horse’s rump. 


"HE terrified animal crashed into the rail, 
broke a leg, and had to be destroyed. 

Frank Buehler and Maurice Peters, the 
owner and trainer gf Saguaro, were fined $250 
and $200 and ruled off the track although an 
outraged populace thought they should be 
hanged. 

Walter Puller, groom, and Millard E. Gilbert, 
Jr., the owner-trainer of Duke O’Balu, were 
ruled off Maryland tracks under the pressure of 
public censure——but no criminal action was taken 
against them because no member of the Racing 
Commission bothered to prosecute the case. 

During’ the Mahoney regime, several cases of 
doping were exposed, and two “ringer” cases 
were brought to light. The culprits were heavily 
fined, and one went to prison. 

Since the rise of Mr. Janney, who does not 
“give racing a bad name,” the Maryland Racing 
Commission has been conspicuous for its floun- 
dering attempts to whitewash itself after some 
illegal episode has forced it to take action. 

Governor Lane, who removed Mahoney at the 
height of Mahoney's respect on the part of the 
public, is put on the political spot every time 
Mr. Janney demonstrates that, as a racing com- 
missioner, he is inefficient, negligent, or both. 

A rebellious public, proud of Maryland’s 
former reputation as a fine place for the Sport 
of Kings, can’t forget a dead jockey, a blind- 
folded horse that had to be destroyed, and men 
who “train’’ horses with chains and guns. The 
reaction to this brutality is haunting politicians 
in high places. 

Maryland sportsmen—-and they number 
hundreds of thousands-—-are convinced that it is 
high time the tracks in their state were policed 
by a fearless commissioner, like the man who 
was jo’keyed out of his job for “giving racing 
a bad name.”

t | ITTLE WILLIE MacCLAREN was so 

a drab as to be almost invisible. 

He was a slight, quiet shadow of a 

an, the kind no one notices. He could slip into 

an office or factory, or walk down the street, and 
mo one would remember his passing. 

That was a very valuable asset for William 

McClaren, the man the police knew for 20 
years as one of the world’s slickest safe crackers. 
They knew him as a shrewd criminal who was 
as skillful as the greatest of fictional safe- 
rackers, alias Jimmy Valentine. 

For years the police played a patient game 
of wits with this phantom burglar. Many times 
they recognized his “signature” on a job, the 
little signs by which an expert can recognize 
the work of a master criminal. But getting 

idence to convict him was something else. 

MacClaren did go to prison twice—-once for 
misuse of the mails, and the second time for 
possessing burglar’s tools. But never cou.d the 
law pin a burglary on him. , 

Little Willie was sure they never would. But 

e police weren’t convinced. “Sometime,” said

expert and consultant to many police depart- 
ments, “he'll make a mistake.”’ 

He. was right, because Willie recently made 
not one, but two mistakes in a row. 

His first error was committed in the office 
of a textile concern on New York’s Broadway. 
He carelessly let his shadow flit across a glass 
partition-—and an alert rookie cop nabbed him. 

He was charged only with breaking and 
entering-——and was released on bail. 

His second mistake, made a few weeks later, 
was in assuming that the police weren't “tailing” 
him when he opened the safe of a Fifth Avenue 
rea’ es’ate concern. 

MacClaren was born in the mining town of 
Shenandoah, Pa., in 1897. He was educated in 
the Shenandoah schools, and later studied en- 
gineering——and locksmithing~-in college. 

Before 1928, he was the owner of a shop in 
New York City, where he repaired machines 
he was a skilled machinist—-and experimented 
with locks. In the year 1928 he was arrested 
following a series of safe burglaries in the New 
York textile area. Police said they found lock 
picks, drills and other burglar-like tools in his

shop-——but they couldn't prove that he com- 
mitted any of the robberies. 

They arrested him again in 1929, after $50,- 
000 in negotiable securities had been taken from 
an old-fashioned safe in a New York shop. The 
authorities again failed to prove that he com- 
mitted the burglary——but they could prove that 
the securities had been mailed to a bank as col- 
lateral on a loan, and that Willie was involved. 
He was given a two-and-a-ahalf-year prison term 
on a mail fraud charge. In 1936, he was sen- 
tenced to three and a half years for possessing 
burglars’ tools. 

He believed in a neat, clean job. Unlike 
Jimmy Valentine, Willie never broke into a safe, 
never used explosives to blast it open, never 
drilled the lock, never left any obvious evidence 
of his work. 

As his sensitive fingers turned the knob 
of the combination, he could hear the tumblers 
fall at the proper numbers. Sometimes he found 
the numbers of the combination pasted under a 
desk drawer, on the bottom of a waste-paper 
basket, or in some other hiding place. 

“IT never sandpapered my fingertips, like you 
read about,” he said. “It wasn’t - necessary.” 

He preferred old safes, in smaller stores 
and offices which he knew would not be serviced, 

“A well-oiled, well-maintained lock is tough,” 
he said. “You can’t hear the tumblers. I stayed 
away from time locks, and newer safes. I kept 
out of banks and big business houses.”’ 

Little Willie continually “cased” likely look- 
ing stores and offices, marking down for future 
reference safes that looked easy and followed 
trucks delivering cheaper*safes. 

At the same time, in his machine shop he 
kept abreast of new developments in locks. He 
made his own tools——called the finest ever found 

and was working on a radio device which, he 
hoped, would amplify the sound of a falling 
tumbler. It wasn’t successful. 

If he couldn’t get a key to the door of a 


store or office, and couldn’t pick the lock, he'd 
work on it with a drill of his own making——leav- 
ing a hole only .074 of an inch in diameter, 
which he'd plug with golddust paste on his way 
out. These needle-small holes were part of Little 
Willie’s signature. 

He rarely took cash—and only a portion 
of any securities he found. 

“IT wanted to leave the safe looking un- 
touched,”’ he said, “so that it would take days, 
or weeks, before the burglary was discovered.” 

By that time, Willie would have disposed 
of the securities, and the trail would be cold. 
Often an employe of a victimized firm was dis- 
charged for suspected theft after one of Willie's 
jobs--and not infrequently insurance companies, 
suspecting collusion, refused to pay. 

He might have gone on for years if that 
rookie policeman, checking doors on his beat at 
night, hadn't glimpsed Willie’s shadow. 

“T ought to go back to first grade,’’ Willie said. 

MacClaren was released on bail. He might 
have known that he would be “tailed.” 

A few weeks later, Detective Raymond Mc- 
Guire watched MacClaren go into a Fifth Avenue 
real estate office, waited until he opened a safe, 
and nabbed him with $40 loot in his pocket. 

The police estimate that MacClaren stole 
about $300,000. But they found that he and his 
bed-ridden wife were living in a dingy apart- 
ment in comparative poverty. 

As they say in the underworld, “Everybody 
is a sucker for the other guy’s racket’’—-Mac- 
Claren was a sucker for the horses. 

Even for Little Willie, crime didn't pay.

Hetty Used the Vault of a Bank She 
Owned for an Office and Made the 
Vice-Presidents and Their Secre- 
faries Run Her Errands. Her Sav- 
ings on Such Items Helped Her 
to Leave $67,000,000.

HEN Ned Green, tight-fisted old Hetty 
W Green’s free-handed, jovial son died in 
1936, his neighbors at South Dartmouth, 

Mass., felt they’d lost their best friend. 

His 277-acre estate, Round Hill, had been 
almost a public park. The gates were always 
open, the roads unbarred. Music and entertain- 
ment poured from loudspeakers. The beach was 
free to bathers and picnickers. 

Ned’s neighbors knew that the estate, to- 
gether with his incredible fortune, would go 
to his sister, Sylvia—Mrs. Matthew Astor Wilks 
—to make her, perhaps, the world’s richest 
woman. Eut nobody, in South Dartmouth or 
elsewhere, Knew much about her. She lived alone 
in her large Greenwich, Conn., home, shunning 
society. What would she do with Round Hill? 

Soon after Ned’s death, guards were posted 
at the gates, and only those with business were 
allowed to enter. 

Before Ned’s death, scientists from the Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology had used his 
private airport, his radio station and other tech- 
nical facilities for some of America’s most im- 
portant research work, which he financed. All 
that had stopped. 

‘‘Too bad everything Ned loved has to come 
to an end,” the neighbors said. ‘Round Hill will 
never help anybody now.” 

But they were wrong. 

Recently Dr. Karl T. Compton, president of 
M. Il. T., announced that Mrs. Wilks had given 
} ound Hill to the school. Mrs. Wilks has made 
no statement, but Dr. Compton said: 
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“In this generous gift, Mrs. Wilks makes it 
possible to utilize Round Hill for the purposes 
in which her brother, Colonel] Green, was deeply 
interested.”’ 

Mrs. Wilk’s gift recalled the sharp contrast 
between her mother, Hetty, and her big, hearty 
brother, Ned, who had only one thing in com- 
mon — the ability to make money. 

They differed radically in their ideas of per- 
sonal enjoyment. 

Colonel Ned loved good food, well served in 
one of his many luxurious homes, surrounded 
by pleasant companions. But eating to Hetty 
was only an incidental and time asting neces- 
sity. She had no New York office, and conducted 
her business from one of New York's oldest 
banks, using any desk that suited her. She some- 
times held conferences in the bank's vault. 

Often she would sit on the cold vault floor 
at lunchtime, munching on a sandwich and an 
onion, surrounded by a fortune in stocks, bonds 
and cash, which she carried about in a little 
black bag, in newspaper-wrapped bundles. 

Bank presidents and vice-presidents were 
her errand boys—-and often, when a harassed 
bank official ordered lunch at his desk, Hetty 
would help herself to part of the meal. 

Colonel Ned lived in luxurious comfort. It

He had an estate in Florida, a home in Texas 
a New York apartment, and other residen 

But Hetty lived, until she died in 1916, 
the cheapest of boarding houses in Hoboke 
N. J.—rooms for which she paid $12 a week c 
less. She washed her own clothes, hanging the 
on the backs of chairs to dry, and dressed 
shabbily that her landladies sometimes refu 
to let her eat at the dining room table wi 
the other boarders. 

Colonel Ned was generous, even to his com 
petitors. As a young man in Texas, he was sit 
ting in the bank he owned—in addition to 
Texas Midland Railroad and other business ve 
tures—when he heard that a run was threat 
ening a rival bank across the street. Ned wrot 
a check for $50,000, ran into the lobby of 
other bank, waved the check, and shouted; 

“Look, folks! This is a good bank. I’m put 
ting my money in it!’” The run was stopped 

Hetty, on the other hand, once tried to 
a railroad magnate who had opposed her. Sh 
learned that he had taken out a business log 
of $2,000,000 from a certain bank and quie 
deposited money in the bank until her balan 
was $1,600,000. Then she swooped down on 
bank’s president. 


those who seemed most deserving. He sent them 
to the best schools, and, when they had pgrad- 
uated and were to be married, he gave ‘them 
a dowry. 

But if Hetty was ever generous or charitable, 
no one. heard of it. Once a minister wrote her 
that she might never expect to go to Heaven 
if she insisted on payment of a $50,v00 mortgage 
she held on his church. 

“Then,” Hetty replied, “you better start pray- 
ing for my soul right away, because I’m going 
to foreclose in 30 days.” *“And she did, 

She used various names in the Hoboken and 
Jersey City rooming houses she frequented—and 
when her identity became. known, she always 
moved, packing her few belongings in battered 
suitcases and newspaper-wrapped bundles. 

A story is told as_a.possible explanation of 
her fanatic withdrawal from people and her re- 
fusal to display any signs of wealth. 

Her father was Edward Mott Robinson, who 


made a comfortable fortune in New Bedford, 


Mass. Early in June, 1865, he became ill, and 
called her to his bedside. 

“Hetty,” he said, “I have been poisoned, by 
a band of. conspirators. Watch yourself. You 
may be next.” , 

He closed. his-eyes and, in a short time, was 
dead. Whether the poisoning story was true, or 
the fevered delusion of a-dying..man, Hetty be- 
lieved it.

The father left her his $5,000,000 estate, 
$1,000,000 outright, the balahée in trust. From 
her aunt, Sylvia Ann. Howland, she_ inherited 
another million. But her aunt’s death, coming 
three weeks after that of her father, so terrified 
Hetty that for days she barricaded herself in 
her room at night, and refised to eat. any food 
she, personally, had not bought and cooked, 

Shortly before her father’s death, Hetty be-

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and her open-handed son were diametrically op- | 
posed. 

In Texas, where Hetty sent him In 1893 to 
be president and manager of the Texas Midland 
Railroad-—-known to Texas people as “‘two streaks 
of rust’’-Ned entered politics. He ran as a Re- 
publican candidate for governor, kftew every- 
body and, when he was defeated, was given 
the rank of Colonel by his successful Democratic 
opponent. He owned ranches, oil wells and gold 
mines. He liked everybody and all liked him. 

Hetty, on the other hand, left her shabby 
New Jersey boarding house every morning 
dressed like a_scrubwoman. In fact, on one oc- 
casion, a stranger in a New York skyscraper, 
seeing her trudging through a corridor, directed 
her to the office where scrubwomen were hired. 

Hetty would®board a Manhattan-bound ferry, 
carrying her famous little black bag, which 
might contain the gun she always carried in 
her later years, a sandwich—and a million dol- 


Jars in securities. 


She would stalk into New York’s forbidding 
financial district—-where she was known as the 
“Witch of Wall Street,” and ruled with an iron 
hand—-to practice such maxims as: 

“To spend money uselessly is a sin,” and 
“never buy anything because it’s cheap: Wait, 
it may be cheaper.” 

Yet this fabulously rich and stingy woman 
was capable of rare bursts of extravagance. 

In 1908 she suddenly decided that Sylvia, 
then 36, should be presented to society. Into 
mothballs went her old clothes. Dressed in new 
and modish silks, sparkling with diamonds, she 
and Sylvia came across the Hudson, and into a 
$30-a-day suite at a fashionable hotel. There# 
was a dinner, at $20 a head, served on gold 
plates. The wine cost $9 a bottle—a tremendous 
price then—-and the headwaiter got a $50 tip. 

Then, as suddenly as the splurge began, it 
ended—-and Hetty and Sylvia went back to their 
dreary rooming house. The party had one im- 
portant result, however—Sylvia received a pro- 
posal of marriage from Matthew Astor Wilks, 
65-year-old great-grandson of the first John 
Jacob Astor. 

Hetty, at first, objected to the match—telling 
Wilks that she wouldn’t let her daughter.marry 
“a gouty old man.” But Sylvia and the venerable 
Mr. Wilks were married a year later—and once 
more Hetty appeared in silks and diamonds. 

Another of Hetty’s rare extravagances grew 
out of business necessity. She was in Philadel- 
phia: when she learned that her: presence was 
urgently required in New York before the stock 
market closed. No scheduled train would get 
her there, and she asked railroad officials to 
quote a price for a special locomotive and coach, 
They did. 

“Leave off the coach, cut $5 off the price, 
and I'll ride the locomotive,’ she said—and did. 

Somewhere .between these sharply contrast- 
ing figures of mother and son was Sylvia. After

“T hear,” she said, ‘‘that you have been mak- 
ing doubtful loans. I. want my deposits back, 
now, in cash!” 

The bank president pleaded for time, but 
Hetty was adamant. She got her money, and 
the president, as Hetty anticipated, had to call 
in the railroad magnate’s loan. The failroad 
man had a desperate time raising it on short 
notice, and almost went broke. 

Colonel Green spent millions on scientific 
research and facilities, but his penny-pinching 
mother begrudged even the doctor’s fees neces- 
sary for health. 

When Ned was a boy, he injured his knee 
coasting down a hill near the Green’s family 
home in Bellows Falls, Vt. Hetty, refusing to 
call a doctor, treated the knee with home reme- 
dies—until his condition alarmed her. Then she 
dressed herself and her son in ragged clothes 
and sought charity treatment at a_ hospital. 

When she was recognized, so the story goes, 
she took Ned out of the hospital rather than 
pay. The knee continued to get worse—and the 
leg had to be amputated. 

Few legitimate appeals for aid were ever 
turned down by Colonel Ned. So many girls 
asked him for help in going to college that he 
worked out a plan for informally “adopting” 


came engaged to a well-to-do bachelor hamed 
Edward H. Green. They were married in 1867. 
Ned was born the next year and Sylvia in 1871. 

Imperious Hetty relegated her husband to 
the presidency of the .Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad which she controlled—and insisted that 
he make no business deals without first consult- 
ing her. 

About 1875, Mr. Green disobeyed this edict 
and plunged in Wall Street. He is said to have 
lost all his money and $200,000 belonging to 
Hetty. 

She was furious, called herself Hetty instead 
of Mrs. Edward Green from that day on, and 
put him on a small allowance on which he lived 
until he died in 1902. 

When she died, Hetty had run her inherit- 
ance into a fortune estimated from $67,000,000 
to $10C,000,000. Half went to Colonel Ned, and 
half to her daughter, Sylvia. Ned, when he died 
—despite his free spending, his generosity, his 
love of good companionship and comfortable 
living—had run his inheritance into a fortune 
estimated at $80,000,000, 

Apart from their native financial shrewd- 
ness, the business methods of penurious Hetty 
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her husband died in 1924, Sylvia lived in ex- 
treme retirement. Yet she maintained an ex- 
pensive New York apartment and the home in 

reenwich, Conn. She had five servants, in- 
cluding a chauffeur to drive her cheap auto- 
mobile. 

She was constantly guarded by private de- 
tectives, perhaps as the result of an inherited 
fear from the story of her grandfather's poison- 
ing. She engaged little in business, leaving man- 
agement of her estate largely to associates. 

Yet, a blend of mother and daughter, she 
knew what each loved best. 

She knew of her brother’s intense interest 
in science. It was at Round Hill, bef6re his 
death, that the fundamental development of the 
Van de Graaff generator and its application to 
nuclear physics was carried out—work from 
which came some of the greatest contributions 
to X-ray therapy, as well as techniques in ajomic 
research which proved so valuable during the 
war. Developments were made in the guiding 
of planes to earth by radio; and in other im- 
portant scientific fields. 

She knew that Ned would have wished Round 
Hill to serve mankind. 

And Sylvia Wilks, generously, has made that 
possible.

Corporations Sometimes Find It Hard 
to Rid Themselves of Fortunes In Un- 
claimed Stocks, Bonds and Dividends 


“The trouble with this coun- 
try,” he told his audience of 
idlers, “is that it’s run by Wall 
Street bankers and crooked poli- 
ticians. What we need...” 

“As he finished his harangue, 
a man stepped to his side and 
identified himself as a represen- 
tative of a company specializing 
in tracing lost stockholders. . 

““You’re the nephew of Horace 
McCarthy, aren’t you?” the new- 
cOmer inquired. 

“That no-good capitalist,’ the 
speaker hissed. “I disowned him 
as a relative years ago.” 

“Mr. McCarthy’s name,” the 
other continued, ignoring the re- 
mark, “showed up some time ago 
on a list of missing shareholders. 
His stock was worth $12,000. We 
traced him and found he had 
died. You’re his closest living 
relative. The money belongs to 
you, I represent a company that 
has been trying for some time 
to locate you.” 

The listener’s truculent man- 
ner changed immediately. As soon 
as the legal details could be 
attended to, he eagerly accepted 
the money. Several months later, 
when the company checked his 
whereabouts, he was living in 
an expensive uptown apartment. 


This incident, except for the 
identity of the man referred to 
here as McCarthy, is a true story. 
The money the wild-eyed soap- 
box orator received was part of 
a multimillion-dollar cache of un- 
claimed stocks, bonds and divi- 
dends which the nation’s corpora: 
tions would gladly pay out if 
the missing owners could only 
be found. : 

In many instances, the lost 
shareholders have died, leaving 
large sums of unpaid stock or 
cash dividends to accumulate in 
oie vaults of America’s business 

irms. In numerous other cases, 
persons who purchased securities 
many years ago or inherited them from relatives 
have stored them away in attics or bureau drawers 
because they mistakenly believed they were 
worthless. An official of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company stated his organization 
has even encountered stockholders who failed to 
cash dividends simply because they preferred to 
hoard the checks. 

Although it is impossible to estimate how 
much money is tied up or “frozen” in this man- 
ner, the total must be tremendous, Daniel M. 
Eisenberg, president of the Tracers Company of 
America, recently told The American Weekly. 


The corporations listed here are among 
the largest in the United States, By con- 
tinued effort, they have reduced the num- 
ber of lost stockholders on their books to 
avery small percentage of the total. None- 
theless, some remain. This number, while 
not large in individual cases, is significant 
when it is realized there are 18,000 lead- 
img corporations in the United States and

While it is likewise impossible to estimate 
accurately the number of people who have un- 
claimed wealth waiting for them, the figure, 
he said, is surely well above a million. 

In a recent survey conducted by Eisenberg’s 
firm, 68 per cent of the families contacted ad- 
mitted they owned securities which they either 
did not Know the value of or considered worth- 
less. Of this group, 41 per cent said the invest- 
ments had been handed down from one genera- 
tion to another as far back as 1860. 

“Out of the 3,600 securities turned over to 
us for research,’’ Eisenberg said, “we found 
that more than 12 per cent had a current value.”’ 

The sums recovered in such cases, while 
often not large, sometimes reach very sizeable 
proportions,

One wealthy man, whose fortune had been 
wiped out by the depression, later discovered 
that two securities he had thought valueless were 
worth thousands of dollars. 

After he lost his money, the man went to 
Florida and took up life as a beachcomber, On 
the walls of the shack he used as a home he 
pasted some of his supposedly defunct certifi- 
cates as a reminder of happier days. When told 
that two of them were worth $36,000, he sawed 
the boards on which they were pasted out of the 
wall and carried the bizarre bundle to New York. 

Another man who had bought stock before 
the depression and subsequently decided it was 
worthless, tossed the certificates among a pile 
of rubbish in his attic. Recently he was informed 
that the securities had a value of $7,000, if they 
could be found. After a frantic search, the in- 
vestments were uncovered. But the owner’s joy 
was somewhat tempered when he learned that 
six months earlier the same stock would have 
been worth $14,000. , 

An impoverished widow, carrying a packet 
of oil certificates inherited from her father 
more than 35 years ago, recently walked into 
the Pittsburgh office of Merrill Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner & Beane, New York brokerage firm, 
and asked if the securities were worth anything. 

Clerks first told her they had never even 
heard of the company. Then a further inves-

tigation was undertaken. While she waited, the 
woman confided she had been forced to borrow

trip home. Her stock, it was finally discovered, 
was worth $60,000 at current market prices. 

One lost stockholder who has been missing 
for more than ten years has $11,000 waiting 
for him if and when he can-be found. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the money will probably do him 
very little good, He is listed on police records 
as a holdup man,

praying that it would not lift. Under its cever 
she felt reasonably safe frem German patrols 
and searching eyes peering from low fiying 
planes. 
Her progress was painfully slow, creeping and 


T smoke from the burning farmhouse and 


crawling towards the nearest clump of trees, | 


several hundred yards from her starting point— 
the burning country home of the Order of Dames 
Hospitallers near Douvain, in stubborn Belgium. 

There were times when she was tempted to 
stand up and run for it, but that meant abandon- 
ing the burden that she was too weak to carry. 
So she continued to drag the precious cargo, in a 
sack tied to her leg, and it bumped and jolted 
over the rough ground behind her until she found 
temporary shelter in the trees. 

What was in the sack that prompted Sister 
Mary Chantal to risk her life to save its contents 
on that February day of 1944? Gold? Silver? 
Precious stones to be hidden from the enemy? 

The heroic Belgian nun, 53 years old, revealed 
the secret the other day when she arrived in New 
York for a yisit and a well-earned rest. 

“In the sack at the time,”’ she said, “‘was the 
most important thing I owned—my typewriter. 

“All the hand grenades and the ammunition 
I had stored in the hayloft had exploded.” 

Sister Mary figured she was living on bor- 
rowed time that day; that her luck couldn't 
hold out forever, and it didn’t.-: She kept on 
using her typewriter and a dilapidated automo- 
bile in which she served the Underground well, 
hiding messages under baskets of fruit and vege- 
tables she transported across the country and 
as far as the Mediterranean. 

But the new German weapon she had feared 
——-the “truth serum’’—proved her undoing. That 
is, the Germans claimed they had used only the 
drug in obtaining a confession from an Under- 
ground fighter picked up after the fire near 
Louvain. 

A month later, the Gestapo arrested Sister 
Mary Chantal. 

“They did not use the serum on me,” the nun 
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OF THE PARATROOPERS

smiled wryly. ‘‘They used other methods. But 
they did not prove effective. I did not talk.” 

The “other methods,” her friends declared, 
included kicking, punching and slow starvation. 
She was a prisoner in the concentration camp at 
Ravensbruck for 18 months, until American 
troops liberated her. 

Her weight dropped from 160 to 62 pounds 
and recurrent headaches, resulting from punches, 
deprived her of sleep. There were days when she 
was unable to walk. Those were the days when, 
reverting to the creeping and crawling tactics of 
the infantryman, she visited various Nazi motor 
vehicles—and punctured the tires with a rusty 
nail she had found! 

“It was to be expected of me,” she explained. 
“As an old soldier. When the Germans first 
occupied my country, in 1914, I was 19 but of the 
Underground, the Resistance. I passed the paper 
Libre Belgique to the fatriots after dark.” 

The typewriter was one of the very few over- 
looked by the invading Nazis, she explained, and 
it had helped in providing freedom for hundreds 
of Belgians, British, and American fliers. 

Thanks to it, and a supply of authentic Ger- 
man. passport blanks she had found, Sister Mary 
had been able to forge traveling papers that en- 
abled the bearers to reach the Emglish Channel 
and, eventually, return to their fighting units. 

Her facility with the typewriter and her ability 
as a nurse along the Underground route to free- 
dom won her seven decorations. 

In addition, she received a warm letter of 
commendation from Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, 
and the title, “Little Sister of the Paratroopers.”’ 

Ironically, she doesn’t know the names of the 
American pilots and paratroopers she helped

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save from prisons and concentration camps. 

“T would know them if I should see them,” 
she said. ‘“‘But, you see, I was afraid to ask their 
names at the time. The Nazis, we were told, had 
begun to use ‘truth serum,’ and I was afraid that 
I might be captured and, under. the influence of 
the drug, give away secrets. So I did not ask; 
instead, I invented names for them to put on 
the passports and I took their pictures in the 
garden of the Order’s home near Louvain.” 

Sister Mary was absent on one of her mys- 
terious errands on Feb. 23, 1944, when the Ger- 
mans, thinking the country home was full of 
armed allies, set it afire. 

‘“‘When I heard the news the next day, I had 
to return to find out if my treasure chest was 
safe,” Sister Mary said. “But my typewriter 
and the passport blanks were the only things 
left intact. 

“When they came the second time, 25 years 
later, 1 was grown. I was able to fight better 

I hope.”’ 

The Government of Belgium thought she had 
fought perfectly. 

Among the decorations voted her was the 
Belgian Army Medal with crossed swords (for 
battle) and the torch “for intelligence). 

And there was a letter from Gen. Eisenhower: 

‘The President of the United States of Amer- 
ica has directed me to express to you the grati- 
tude and appreciation of the American people 
for the gallant service in assisting the escape of 
Allied soldiers from.the enemy.” 

Sister Mary looked up and smiled. 

“It would be nice to answer it on my old 
typewriter,” she said. “But that is impossible. 
The machine disappeared so completely not even 
the Gestapo could find it.

The latter conducted a brief, inconclusive 
inquest, his jury being picked from the crowd 
that had gathered, then the headless skeleton was 
removed to the imposing, mansard-roofed City 
building and placed in a cell. 

“They've found Lizzie Lowell!” sped the word

OWEVER, the material evidence of this was 

scant-—all they had were the skeleton, the 
shoes, the dress, the buttons, a corset spring, and 
the hoop from a skirt. 

“We will proceed,” stated County Attorney 
George Wing, “on the assumption that we have 
found Lizzie Lowell—and that she was murdered.” 

Two days later, on the 17th, E. D. Wiggin, a 
police officer of Lewiston, arrived in Lawrence, 
and soon found Lowell driving behind his team. 

“Mornin’, Jim,” Wiggin greeted.

“Could I see you for a minute?” 

“Sure, said Lowell. 

Officer Wiggin handed him a clipping from the 
Boston Journal, giving a brief account of the dis- 
covery in Lewiston.

Now all this impressed the inhabitants of 
Androscoggin County as fairly conclusive evidence.

His trial opened on Feb. 10, 1874, before Judge

As the skull of the alleged victim had never 
been found, the state had to tackle some difficult 
problems.

That the defendant had done it. 

According to the prosecution's medical experts, 
the bones were those of Lizzie’s approximate age 
and height. Also, they had been exposed to the 
elements for about the length of time that she 
had been missing.

T WAS brought out in this testimony that the 
bones of the neck were not scarred, as they 

would probably have been had the head been 

chopped off by one not skilled in anatomy. 

The defense seized upon this to advance the 
theory that the head had become more or 
separated from the rest of the body during 
process of disintegration, and then been picked up 
and carried away by some animal. 

Why, the defense asked, would the killer—sup- 
posing this had been a homicide—bother to remove 
and dispose of the head, and leave such mere 
readily removable objects as the dress and shoes? 

In connection with these articles, the state was 
able to show rather conclusively that Lizzie when 
last seen had been wearing the garments found on 
the skeleton. 

For instance, there were the buttonholes. 

The buttonholes of the skeleton’s dress had 
been cut round the size of the buttons, then 
whipped around the edges, instead of in the usual 
manner. Witnesses testified that Lizzie invariably 
made buttonholes that way. 

The allegation that defendant had written 
the Lizzie letters was also well 

But what of those other questions the defense 
averred the state must prove— 

What was the proof of murder? 

How had it been done? 

The jury decided, on the night of Feb. 19, that

Lowell arrived back in Lewiston that afternoon 
with City Marshal Richardson. When he saw a 
large crowd gathered at the depot, he exclaimed: 

“What's all this about?” 

Richardson answered that he didn’t know. 

“Humph!” the prisoner grunted. “Most likely 
it’s a circus and I’m the elephant!” 

The crowd gave no trouble, and soon Jim was 
safely in a cell adjoining the one where the 
skeleton reposed. 

' Two days later Richardson came in with Mrs. 
Burton. Jim did not look up as the officer, exhib- 
iting a portion of the black silk dress, asked, 
“Jim, did you ever see this dress before?” 

Lowell muttered that he hadn't. 


enough. Their verdict: guilty of murder. 

Lowell’s lawyers made various moves, then, on 
May 6, he was sentenced to be hanged in the 
state prison at Thomaston. 

“I’m not through with them—-yet,” he assured 
his guards. 

He wasn’t, either. 

As his time neared, he finally came through 
with a “confession.” It wasn’t, however, a con- 
fession of murder. 

He said that while driving up Switzerland Rd. 
that Sunday evening he and Lizzie “set to quarrel- 
ing.” He got good and mad, he said, and “fetched 
her a whack.” 

At that moment, he went on, the horse reared 
up and Lizzie was thrown over the seat “and her 
neck was broke.” ; 


ff) SCOVERING that she was dead, he said he 
became terrified that he would be accused of 
murder, and so he had hidden the body in the 
woods. 

What became of the head, he didn’t know. 

How much of this was true, no one, of course, 
could say. But the higher authorities decided 
that the evidence did not cali for the death penalty 
(since abolished in Maine). Accordingly, at the 
expiration of the one year required by law, the 
sentence was commuted to life. 

Twenty-five years later, largely through the 
efforts of the former prosecutor, Judge George 
Wing, Lowell was granted a pardon by Governor 
Powers. . 

Judge Wing remarked at the time that if 
Lowell had told the truth at his trial “he could 
never have been convicted of a greater crime than 
manslaughter.” 

The people of Lewiston have always wondered 
what, precisely, might have been “the truth” of 
this case of the headless skeleton.

THs was shown by three 

government scientists, 
A, W. Lindquist, H. G. Wil- 
son and J. P. Gahan in a 
unique experiment. Thou- 
sands of common house- 
flles were sprayed with 
DDT. Nine out of every 
10 died, but one survived; 
and these survivors were 
collected in a cage and 
allowed to breed. Their 
descendants were all re- 
sistant to DDT. 

Thus the very campaigns 
to clean up flies, mosqui- 
toes, bed bugs, lice, cock- 
roaches and fleas, all car- 
riers of specific diseases to 
humans and animals, may 
result in the selective 
breeding of insects which 
cannot be destroyed by a 
special type of poison. 

However, these new, re- 
sistant breeds would suc- 
cumb to other insecticides. 
Another objective is to 
have potent repellents, 
which the pests. avoid. 

Both types of substances 
must be as harmless to 
men and animals as pos- 
sible.

UA FINE SEAM 


By Dorie Dieriron 


F YOU want to build up your repertoire of basic sew- 

ing skills, learn how to make several kinds of seams 
well and then use them where best suited. Always see 
that both pieces of material are smoothand even before 
you baste. When you become experienced, you need 
not always baste first, 
seamline and stitch right over.them. 


Plain Seam: Place right sides of material together 
and baste in a straight line. Stitch just above the 
bastings, working from the top of seam to the bottom. 


Press the seam to one side or press it open so that it- 


lies flat. The edges can be left unfinished on firm ma- 
terial or they can be pinked, or overcast. Pinking is 
done by cutting notches with scisssors, with pinking 
shears, or with the pinking attachment of the sewing 
machine. If your material has a tendency to fray, qver- 
cast seams in either of the two ways shown, 


French Seam: This is a 
strong seam and it also 
encloses all raw edges. 
Place wrong sides of mate- 
rial together and make a 
plain seam. Trim the edges 
close to the stitching. Turn 
inside out and stitch again 
about 14, inch below seam 
line. 


Flat Fell Seam: This is 
a durable seam which is 
used for clothes which will 
receive rough or constant 
wear and frequent launder- 
ings. Place wrong sides to- 
gether and stitch a plain 
seam. Trim one of the 
edges 4, inch from stitch- 
ing and turn the other edge 
under '. inch. Stitch this 
edge down flat. 


Corded Seam: Where,a 
cording or piping trim is 
desired, place the cording 
in position on the right side 
of one of the pieces of fab- 
ric. Baste. Place the right 
side of the second piece 
next to this, keeping edges 
of material even. Stitch 
close to the cord, using 
the basting stitches as a 
guide,
